Farmers to Fill Out 
Dec. Questionnaire 


During the last week of November 
i farmers throughout Canada will 
again be receiving the annual De- 
jeember questionnaire concerning 
livestock, poultry, farm labour and 
verenges on their own farms. The 
questionnaire is being sent out by 
the Naricultural Division of the Do- 
minion Bureau of Statistics in co- 
poperation with the provincial De- 
| partments of Agriculture. The ans- 
wers given by farmers to the ques- 
| tions on the forms will provide the 
| Hasis for estimating the numbers of 
live stock and poultry in Canada at 
December 1, 1948, together with mar- 
| ketings and farm kill of livestock 
| during the last six months. Estimates 
of form labour and acreages seeded 
and harvested will also be obtained 
| from the returns received. 


The success of the survey and the 
accuracy of the agricultural statis- 
ties published by the Bureau and the 
several provincial Departments of 
Auriculture depend on the co-opera- 


tion of farmers in filling out and re-| 


turning the questionnaires. A wide-| 
spread response from all types of | 
farmers throughout each 
is needed in order that the statistics 
can be based on a sufficiently large 
number of reports from a represen- | 
tetive somple of farms throughout | 

Canada, 

The statistics obtained from al 
survey are used extensively through: | 
out the year. The Dominion Bureau 
lof Statistics is the official source of 

| statistical information in Ganada 
land its figures are used by govern- 
| ments, farm organizations and = in- 
| dustry to plan future operations. Tn- 
| ternational organizations such as the 

world Food and Agriculture Organ- 
| ization depend on the Bureau to sup- 
ply up-to-date figures on Canada’s 
layricultural industry. The farmer, 
through his response to the  ques- 
fionnuires sent out by the Bureau 
has a real opportunity to help form 
a true pieture of agricultural condi- 
} tions, and it is in his own interest 
to de so,
